Dear  Don; 

We  have  reviev^ed  the  proposed  openings  as  shown  by  the  ac- 
companying sketch  and  have  arrived  at  the  following  recommend- 
ations : 

1.  The  platting  of  the  east  1/2  of  Gay  Street  between 
the  north  line  of  Lot  9 and  the  south  line  of  Lot  13  would  be 
desirable  in  that  it  would  widen  the  existing  right  of  way  to 
the  desirable  width  of  50  feet,  therefore,  it  would  be  our 
recommendation  that  this  opening  be  accomplished. 

2.  Regarding  Sovrthview  Drive,  it  would  be  our  recommend- 
ation that  Southview  Drive  not  be  opened  for  the  following 
reasons  : 


a.  The  opening  of  Southview  Drive  would  establish 
another  300  feet  of  street  for  the  city  to  maintain 
which  would  not  serve  any  public  purpose. 

b.  The  street  name  Southview  Drive  is  a duplication 
of  an  existing  street  not  being  a direct  extension. 

c.  Both  Lots  13  & 15  could  be  laid  out  to  a better 
advantage  if  the  frontage  of  those  lots  was  maintained 
along  Gay  Street  and  Smith  Street.  The  reasons  for  this 
are  that  by  platting  their  frontage  along  Southview  Drive 
the  maximum  number  of  lots  that  could  be  obtained  would 
be  four  lots  on  the  south  side  of  Southview  and  four  lots 
on  the  north  side  of  Southview.  If  the  frontage  was 
maintained  along  Smith  Street,  it  would  be  possible  to 
get  six  lots  out  of  Lot  13  and  six  lots  out  of  Lot  15 
without  establishing  any  additional  street  improvements, 
drainage,  utilities,  and  other  factors  normally  involved 
with  a new  street.

For  the  above  reasons  it  would  be  oui*  recommendation  that  the 
east  25  feet  of  Gay  Street  be  opened  but  that  the  openinj^  of 
Southview  Drive  be  denied.
